at Rastatt." 
The above message from the American Red Cross, received 


last evening between 7 30 and 8 o'clock by City Clerk A. 0. Bix- 
ler and family, removed a great burden»from them, relieving in 
a large measure the doubt over the fate of their son, Private 
Walter S, Bixler, of the Medical Detachment of the 110th. In- 
fantry, who was reported missing after the opening of the battle 
of the Marne on July 15. 


Rastatt is a German prison :amp not far from, the Swiss 


border. While no word has com«> it is believed others o£ the 
Medical Detachment and members of Company C, Somerset, are 
held prisoners at that camp, perhaps at another. 


Almost from the first Mr- Bixler had taken the view that 


many of the missing men must be prisoners, he looking upon it| 
as impossible for so m.my to drop from sight in any other way.

MINERS BANNED 


From Enlisting in the Ifevr Slavic Le- 


gion for Sendee la Europe. 


President Wilson ban emphasized 


the war-tune importance oi the miner 
and the vital necessity of his remain- 
ing m the mines Instead of enlisting 
in the military branch ot the govern- 
ment service, by directing tfiat no re- 
cruiting for *&e "Slavic Legion" shall 
be conducted In any coaJ-rolnlcs das- 
IrlcJ. 


This attitude of the President has 


been, made known through the publi- 
cation by the War Department of the 
regulations governing the raising of 
troops for that legion, which regula- 
tions wore issued at tile direction of 
the President. 


Tho Slavic Legion was authorized 


by the Army Appropriations Act ap- 
proved July 9, ISIS, and will be com- 
posed of Jugoslavs, Czecho-Siovaks, 
and Huthenians (Ukraniaus), who will 
be retHured, however, to give proof 
of their loyalty to the cause of the 
allies. This legion will be trained at 
Camp Wadsworth, South Carolina.

SHORT 100,009 LABORERS 


Is the Situation in Pennsylvania, Says 


Employment Director. 


A shortage of approximately 100,- 


000 laborers prevails in Pennsylvania 
at this time, according to Edgar C. 
Feltoa, federal director of employg- 
ment tor this stale. The only hope of 
alienation of the shortags at this ttae 
seems to lie in some of the southern 
and central western states, and men 
from those places are not immediately 
available 


Demands for common labor 
are 


most acute at Pi'.tsburg, Poitstown, 
Chester, Coate^nhe and Harrishurg, 
although taere arc no pans ol the 
ctaio which are not appealing for a 
moor aciequato supply of labor. In 
Pittsbure, it is said, great difficulty is 
bttlsg experienced In getting women 
to fill the jobs of men who have been 
taken tor non-wai work 


SECURING LOCOMOTIVES 


Will be a Big Ballnmd Problem tor 


Seit Tear, is BcUof. 


The Hallway Age says It is under- 


stood that the Railroad Administra- 
tion is negotiating with locomotive 
builders to a*l considerably to tlielr 
output for the year 1319. This au- 
thority adds that the "delay In building 
the standard locomotives which have 
been ordered by the government, ag- 
gravated by the need of sending 500 
locomotives to General Porehing with- 
out delay, has mado It necessary to 
itudy neit year's building program 
critically. 


The special effort that is being 


made to get the power now in service 
into good condition for the fall and 
winter months, when the traffic will 
be greatly increased, is a mov« in the 
right direction 
There is a serious 


question as to whether it would not 
be wiser to plan on going still further 
In this direction and at the same time 
improving the performance of the lo- 
comotives now In service, thus virtu- 
' ally in-creasing the nunrbc.'r of loco- 
motives, rather than to try to get the 
builders to increase the capacity ol 
their plants next year.

MINERS CONTINUE TO 


REFUSE BEING PLACED 


IN DEFERRED CLASSES 


Anthracite TVorkrrs Insist Upon Going j 


Into tho Army, Feftring They 
1 


Will Be Called Slackers. 


Although the coal mining compan-l 


ies axe pririlogod toaak that men, who j 
are essential to the Industry, be pati 
in deferred clasaification. many mln-i 
era continue to refuse such exerap- \ 
tions and are seeking to go Into thej 
service, especially in the anthracite 
region, 


These men have the feeling that, if 


they do not enter the service they will 
be called Flackers and will be so re- 
garded by their associates. This at- 
titude has complicated a difficult situ- 
ation, and may mean cnat unless some 
insignia or 'decoration* Is given hy the 
government to men who are placed in 
the deferred classic en tions It will be 
almost impossible for 
mining com- 


panies to retain the service of many 
men within the draft age, 


Inasmuch as many of these young 


miners aro the sons or foreign-born 
parents their willingness to take ad- 
vantage of tho 
exemption .privilege 


offers the best evidence of their loy- 
alty. 
The coal producing companies 


have often applied for the exemption 
of men without asking their consent, 
only to find that the men insisted upon 
being treated by the local draft boards 
precisely as if they were engaged in 
some.non-essential occupation.
